Tin Conservation and Government Reservation Orders Issued 


Three important regulations governing the production of processed foods for 1943 were issued 
on December 9—Conservation Orders M-81, M-86, and M-86-e. 


M-81 controls the use of tin, terneplate, blackplate, etc., for food containers; M-86 and M-86-e 
fx the percentages and quotas of the 1943 packs that must be reserved for the Government. 


The publication date of this issue of the INrormation LETTER has been advanced so as to get 
the texts of these new regulations into processors’ hands at the earliest possible moment. Additional 
copies are printed for distribution at the Processors’ Conference in Chicago December 14-18, and a 
reprint of the priorities order, P-115, is included, so that processors may have, in one format, the 
principal regulations that will govern their 1943 production programs. This issue is confined to 
presentation of the texts of the above-named orders, except for brief announcements of the designation 
of Secretary of Agriculture Claude R. Wickard as central authority over food and of Federal Security 
Administrator Paul V. McNutt over manpower. 


Texts of Orders M-81 and M-86-e start in the columns below; M-86 on page 7369; and P-115 on 
page 7376.

Conservation Regulation Controls Container Use Establishes Government Quotas of 1943 Packs

Section 1068.1—Conservation Order M-81 


(a) Definitions. 


(1) “Can” means any unused container which is made in 
vhole or in part of tinplate, terneplate, blackplate, or waste, 
and which is suitable for packing any product. The term 
includes any container closure or fitting made in whole or 
it part of tinplate, terneplate, blackplate, or waste, but does 
sot include a closure or fitting to be on or as a part of

(a) Quota restrictions. 


Pursuant to Order M-86, which this order supplements, 
it is hereby ordered that each canner shall set aside to be 
delivered for the requirements of government agencies, a 
quota of canned fruits and vegetables packed by him at any 
time in the calendar year 1943 or, when specified, in 1942-43. 
The quota to be set aside from a canner’s of any prod- 
uct listed in Column A of Tables I and II, attached hereto, 
packed during the quota period for that product, shall be 
computed by applying the percentage in Column B against 
the canner’s total pack in the base period, including his pack 
both in metal and containers. If the type, style, variety 
or grade of any such fruit or vegetable is described in Tables 
I and II, such quota shall be in the type, style, variety and 
grade described, but other types, styles, varieties or grades 
shall be substituted to the extent that those s in 
Tables I and II are not packed. 

(b) Definition of quota period. 

With the exceptions hereinafter listed, the quota period is 
1943. In case of grapefruit, grapefruit juice, que 
j ry juice and grapefruit juice blended, 

period is August 1, 1942, to July 31, 1943, in Florida, 
and December 1, 1942 to November 30, 
1943, in California. 
(c) Definition of base period. 

The base period is in all cases the corresponding 12- 

month period one year prior to the quota period. 
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(d) Applicability of order. 
Fruits and vegetables not listed in Tables I and II are not 
required to be set aside. Fruits and vegetables packed in 
the Hawaiian Islands must be set aside as prescribed by this 
order, but this order does not apply to fruits and vegetables 
cked in other territories a possessions of the United 
tates. 


(e) Provisions applicable when whole pack not set aside for 

Government. 

The following provisions apply whenever any product may 
be packed for non-governmental requirements as well as for 
governmental requirements: To the extent that the canner’s 
production of the first preference grade of such fruit or vege- 
tables specified in Column D is sufficient, at least two-thirds 
of the quota, but preferably the entire quota, shall be set 
aside from such grade. 

To the extent that the quantity so set aside does not fill 
his quota, the canner shall set aside sufficient of his 
duction of the second preference grade, if any, specified in 
Column E to complete his quota. To the extent that the 
quantities so set aside out of both first and second prefer- 
ence grades do not fill his quota, the canner shall set aside 
sufficient of his production of the third preference grade, if 
any, specified in Column F to complete his quota. 

If a canner packs both in tinplate and glass, insofar as the 
above grade standards permit, the quota shall be set aside 
from the part packed in tinplate, and from the part packed

Until further notice, the Army of the Eohed States is 
hereby allocated the quotas prescribed by this order, to pur.

The Army of the United States and the Agricultural Market.

Text of Order M-86, as Amended December 9 


(1) The designation of Part 1084 (“Canned Foods”) is 
amended to read “Canned and Processed Foods.” 

(2) Section 1084.1 Conservation Order M-86 is amended 
to read as follows: “The fulfillment of requirements for the 
defense of the United States has created a shortage in the 
supply of materials used in canning and processing foods 
for defense, and the following order is necessary and 
appropriate in the public interest and to promote the national 


Section 1084.1—Conservation Order M-86 


(a) Applicability of priorities regulations. 
This order and all transactions affected thereby are subject 
'o all applicable provisions of the War Production Board pri- 


orities regulations, as amended from time to time. 


(b) Definitions. 

For the purposes of this order: 

(1) “Canner” shall mean any person engaged in the busi- 
ness of canning foods in hermetically sealed metal or glass 
containers and sterilizing the same by the use of heat. 

(2) “Processor” shall mean any person other than a can- 
ner engaged in the commercial processing of foods to pro- 
duce « frozen, dried, pickled, preserved, or otherwise non 
Perishable product. 

(3) “Pack” shall mean the total amount (by weight un 
less otherwise specified) of all grades of any particular food 
canned by any canner or processed by any processor i 
‘ny packing season, or during a crop year or calendar 


(4) “Government Agency” shall mean any officer, board, 
agency, commission, or government owned or government 
controlled corporation of the United States specifically desig- 
nated by the Director General for Operations. 


(c) Restrictions on canners and processors. 


(1) Each canner and each processor shall set aside for the 
requirements of government agencies such canned or proc- 
essed foods packed by him as the Director General for Opera- 
tions may from time to time order, without regard to pre- 
viously existing contracts. All such canned or processed 
foods so set aside shall, unless and until released, be held 
for allocation to any government agency by the Director 
General for Operations. Orders to set foods aside pursuant 
to this subparagraph (c)(1) may be by general supple- 
mentary order or by written notice by the Director General for 
Operations to the individual canner or processor. There shall 
not be calculated as of the foods required to be set 
aside by this pemngre foods delivered to any government 
agency when not so allocated to such agency by the Director 
General for Operations. 

(2) Canned or processed foods required to be set aside 
for governmental requirements by any other order of the 
Director General for Operations in the M Series, not 
be required to be set aside by this order.

(4) If he determines that any canned or processed foods 
set aside pursuant to this order are not required for govern- 
ment agencies, the Director General for Operations may re- 
lease such canned or processed foods at any time and may 
so notify the canner or processor, or he may delegate author- 
ity to release such foods to the agency to which he has allo- 
cated them. 


(5) The Director General for Operations may issue speci- 
fications at any time as to pocseting, Sent, containers, 
container treatment, can marking, ling, boxing, and 
strapping. 

(d) Certi s and reports relating to the cans covered by 
this order. 

(1) Certiricates. Each canner who purchases any cans to 
pack any food for governmental use pursuant to this order— 
whether such purchase is by contract or on open account 
order—shall furnish to the can manufacturer, from whom he 
buys, a certificate, signed by an authorized official, in sub- 
stantially the form attached hereto as “Exhibit A,” which 
shall constitute a certification to the War Production Board 
that such canner is familiar with the terms of this order (in 
its present form or as it may be amended from time to time), 
po that, during the life of this order, he will not use any 
cans purchased from such can manufacturer in violation of 
its terms. Only one such certificate covering all present 
and future purchases from a given can manufacturer, need 
be furnished by a canner to that can manufacturer but no 
can manufacturer shall be entitled to rely on any such cer- 
tificates if he knows, or has reason to believe it to be false. 

(2) Reports. Each canner and each processor shall, 
within 15 days after he has completed a seasonal pack, or 
in the instance of a non-seasonal product, at such times as 
may be prescribed, mail to or file with the War Production 
Board a report thereof in such form as may be prescribed 
from time to time by the Director General for Operations. 
Each canner and each processor shall file such additional 
reports as the War Production Board may prescribe for the 
purpose of effective administration of this order. 

(e) Inspection and grading. 

Any canned or processed foods required to be set aside 
under this order shall be subject to inspection and grading 
at any time by the Director General for Operations or by 
any person or government agency thereto authorized by him. 
(f) Appeals. 

Az appeal from the provisions of this order shall be made 
by filing a letter in triplicate, referring to the particular 
provisions appealed from and stating fully the grounds of the 
appeal. 

(g) Records. 

All persons affected by this order shall keep and preserve 
for not less than two years accurate and complete records 
concerning inventories, purchases, production and sales. 

(h) Audit and inspection. 

All records required to be kept by this order or by any rule, 

regulation or order of the Director General for Operations 


shall, upon be submitted to audit and ins b 
duly autho representatives of the War Produ Board.

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Wickard Granted Central Power Over Food 


Secretary of Agriculture Claude R. Wickard was given 
complete wartime authority over the production and rationing 
of food through an executive order from the President, issued 
on December 6. The order empowered Mr. Wickard to: 


1. Determine the military, other governmental, civilian and 
foreign requirements for food. 

2. Formulate and carry out a program to furnish an ade- 
quate supply of food to meet such requirements, including the 
allocation of the agricultural productive resources of the 
nation. 

3. Assign food priorities and allocate food supplies to 
governmental agencies and for private account for military, 
wher governmental, civilian, and foreign needs. 

4. Take all appropriate steps to insure the efficient and 
proper distribution of the available supply of food. 

5. Handle or regulate the procurement of food within the 
United States by any governmental agency. 


MeNutt Given Full Charge of Nation’s Manpower 


Paul V. McNutt, Administrator of the Federal Security 
Agency, on December 5 was given full control over the coun- 
try’s manpower, by executive order from the President which: 


1. Gave Mr. McNutt wide control over employment by 
enlarging the powers of the U. S. Employment ce under 


his direction. 


2. Granted him extensive charge of the training of workers 
for vital industries. 

3. Placed him in charge of Selective Service. 
him membership on the Economic Stabilization 


5. Centralized manpower activities by placing all officials 
with manpower duties on the War Manpower Commission. 

6. Stopped volunteer enlistments in the Army and Navy 
of men between 18 and 38, and suspended induction of 
all men of 38 or older.

When tinplate is specified for the manufacture of cans for 
packing a particular product, the coating indicated represents 
the maximum weight of tin coating per single base box. When 
SCMT is specified, Special Coated te tet Terneplate 
is referred to. When blackplate is specified, the specification 
includes chemically treated blackplate (CTB). 


(3) No product packed in a can shall be repacked for 
sale in a can or any other container, by the same or a differ- 
ent person, in the same or a different form, except to the 
extent specifically permitted in the schedules attached to 
this order. 

(4) No dried or frozen fruit or able shall be packed 
in a can, except to the extent specifically permitted in the 
schedules attached to this order.

Preference Rating Order No. P-115 As Amended October 27, 1942 


(Reprinted from Inronmation Letter for October 31, 1942) 


The revised Preference Rating Order P-115, issued October 
27 by the War Production Board, provides a number of 
improvements over the old order, most important of which 
are: 
1. Higher Ratings Established—AA-2X, AA-5 and AA-3, 
are substituted for the previous ratings of A-1-A, A-l-j and 
A-1-c, respectively. 

2. 1943 Included—The order now is applicable for equip- 
ment needed for operation up to the end of the calendar year 
1943, whereas up to this time, P-115 covered only 1942 oper- 
ation. 

3. Canned Fish Added—Fish is included in the revised 
P-115 along with fruits and vegetables. 

4. No Expansion—The expansion feature has been elim- 
inated from the order. P-115 now does not provide for fur- 
ther additions to existing lines, or establishment of new can- 
ning or processing lines. 

5. Reports—The PD-81A reporting form no longer is re- 
quired. However, it is still necessary for producers to file 
with WPB each month, actual copies of all purchase orders 
on which AA-2X and AA-5 ratings have been endorsed for 
“emergency repairs” or “repairs, maintenance and operating 


supplies.” 
Higher Ratings Granted 

The higher ratings granted by the revised P-115 have been 
provided to conform with existing needs. 

The AA-2X rating granted for emergency repairs may be 
used automatically by a canner without first obtaining au- 
thorization from WPB. As soon as the rating is used, a 
report must be telegraphed to WPB, listing the four types of 
information called for in the order. 

The AA-5 rating is provided for purchase of regular “re- 
pairs, maintenance snd operating supplies.” This rating also 
may be endorsed on purchase orders without first receiving 
authorization, and at the end of each month, it is necessary to 
send to WPB, actual copies of purchase orders on which this 
rating has been endorsed. When this rating is used to pur- 
chase raw material (pipe, angles, sheets, castings, rods, etc.) 
the weight of such material purchased must appear on the 


copy of the purchase order sent to WPB. Canners should 
keep a careful check on the quantity of such material pur 
chased in order to comply with the minimum inventory pro 
visions of the order. 

The AA-3 rating is provided for capital equipment. New 
equipment may be purchased for three uses: (a) Replace 
ment; (b) for more efficient operation; (c) for changes in 
equipment required by M-81, such as conversion, etc. This 
rating may not be used without first filing an application on 
form PD-285, and receiving approval by WPB. It should bk 
noted that the only type of capital equipment covered by 
the order is actual canning and processing equipment. The 
order does not cover materials for additions to buildings, nor 
plumbing, heating or lighting equipment, and it is improper 
to file application on form PD-285 for this type of material. 

It should be noted also that the revised P-115 does not i» 
clude any planting or harvesting equipment, fishing vessels 
or fishing equipment, fish rendering equipment or equipment 
- in transportation of food products from a producer's 

t. 
Under “operating supplies,” the order now includes strap 
and stitching wire. which previously was not included 
etal containers, closures, fuel and office supplies are no 
included as operating supplies, and therefore, may not b 
obtained under P-115. 


Authorization may not be given under the order for equip 
ment to be used in setting up a new canning plant or i 
setting up new production lines in existing plants, and it 
would, therefore, be needless to file PD-285 applications for 
equipment for this purpose. 

The order does provide for essential equipment for “tr 
placement,” for “elimination of bottlenecks,” and for “cor 
version as required by Order M-81 and like orders.” Due 
the extreme shortage of materials and facilities for manufac 
ture of canning equipment, it will be necessary that a pre 
ducer submitting an application for equipment of the abor 
types, thoroughly substantiate his need for such equipmest 
Due to the critical nature of all equipment, it will be nece 
sary for the industry to use all existing equipment as lon
